The sailors who man the Polish fleet have given the 
Communists plenty headaches. Few the seamen 
are Party members, and voyages abroad offer many 
temptations. effort solve this problem, po- 
litical officers called used included 
the crews keep watchful eye for the regime 
back home.

Young Peasant 


the last year the Romanian Communists 
newed their efforts set collective farms, and there 
have been reports bitter resistance the peasants. 
This eyewitness account shows how fiercely the battles 
are fought, and what happens the losers. 


THE SPRING 1953, collective farm was established 

the village. Only people belonged it, all 
whom were members the Party and had joined because 
they wanted to. Six years later, April 1959, big drive 
began force the rest the people the village join 
the collective. The president the People’s Council and 
the rest the local Communists went groups visit 
the peasants and try persuade them join. they re- 
fused, they were reminded their unpaid taxes—even 
they had none. this didn’t work, the visitors looked for 
undeclared goods the yard, probing 
hay stack and all over the place. Some the peasants 
resisted long possible, but when they saw pro- 
duce being confiscated and their names put list 
people prosecuted, they gave in. 

peasants were told that they need not bring all 
their property into the collective farm. They might give 
over whatever part their land and tools they wished, 
and keep the rest private ownership. this way, 
June 1959 half the peasants had been induced join the 
collective. order came that those who had joined 
with only part their property should considered 
though they had brought everything into the collective, 
and all the produce from their private property should 
pooled with that the collective land. They were 
paid for the labor their private land the same 
rate for the work they did the collective. first the 
peasants refused, but finally had give in. With the ex- 
cuse that all the collective land should brought to- 
gether one unit, the authorities took land from the pri- 
vate peasants and gave them exchange corresponding 
area other places. Naturally, the collective chose the 
better land whenever possible and gave away the inferior 
land. 


Three peasants who protested against this were arrested 
the militia the order the People’s Council. That 
was Saturday, June 20. The next day some the peas- 
ants went the People’s Council and told the President 
how they had been promised that they could enter the 
collective with only half their property and that now

After that the crowd went the headquar- 
ters the collective farm and ransacked the office, burn- 
ing every document they could find. They went the 
home the manager the collective and ransacked that. 
After this they headed back the People’s Council build- 
ing, where they found security troops, fully armed and led 
colonel.

THE OCCUPATION EASTERN POLAND 


Although the Soviets maintained before the world that 
they were only occupying eastern territories 1939 
order safeguard their own country, reality they were 
planning dismember the Polish State and make the 
eastern lands integral part the Soviet Union. this 
smoothly, was necessary crush Polish resistance. The 
eyewitness account that follows outlines the methods the 
USSR used pursue its aims: 


Following the invasion, rule over the occupied territories 
was placed the hands the NKVD Soviet secret 
which, itself, created atmosphere terror. 
Cities were divided into districts which newly-created police 
outposts were placed under the jurisdiction NKVD officers. 
One the first actions the new authorities was call 
meetings house superintendents. NKVD officer issued 
all present detailed instructions concerning their duties, 
and especially the following: careful observation all ten- 
ants the building, their source income, way life, 
detailed information concerning un-reported day and over- 
night visitors given apartment, etc. Such decentralized 
administration methods quickly placed the entire population 
given city under close police surveillance. 


The superintendents were ordered submit daily reports 
their observations. Each one had the right enter every 
apartment any hour the day night. Within few 
days they became the masters the lives and destinies 
the entire urban population. The people, however, quickly 
realized that these men had been forced become the eyes 
and ears the NKVD and began either playing them 
avoiding their scrutiny. course many the superin- 
tendents, instead informing people, actually protected 
them warning their tenants impending danger, hiding 
those threatened with arrest, etc. other words, taking 
advantage their privileged position, they frequently helped 
their tenants until they were found out the NKVD, after 
which they often paid with their own freedom. 


Accompanying the organization the police surveillance, 
the Soviet authorities also deprived the courts and all State- 
administered institutions the right pursue their activi- 
ties, although they left the administration the banks, ter- 
ritorial and economic self-governing organizations the 
hands Polish functionaries; these were placed under the 
supervision so-called commissars closely cooperating with 
the NKVD. Factory and industrial plants were put the 
hands workers’ councils supervised commissars. 


the countryside, committees were formed, composed 
farmhands and landless peasants. Distribution land was 
begun. Farm property was often looted, however, and there 
were murders landowners, their families, and overseers. 
The Soviet authorities kept informing the peasantry that 
landowners were plunderers social property and that their 
estates grew and prospered exploiting the peasants. 
Eventually, all land was nationalized and supervised 
special administrators affiliated with the NKVD.
